ORGANISED RISING OF PRISONERS. 


WARDERS SERIOUSLY INJURED. . 


Tho following ave extracts from the W.-C. 
Daily News account of the ocenrrence reported 
in our special telograms atthe time: 

A moat determined attempt to ercape from 
prison was made by the Chinese convicts at the 
Ward Road gack on Moy 4th and ase result 
two Chineso were shot dead, ono other died 
snbsequently from jis wounds, and soyeral per- 
sons were more or less seriously injured. (‘Two 
more havo died.) i : 

Botwoun two and three o'clock on organised 
attempt to escape was made by 8 gang of the 
prisoner, By some monns they obtained ibe 
sword of an Indiag warder and then tried to 
break out. ‘Tho alarm was given im mediately 
and a severe tuasie ensued, in whieh o notorions 
oriminal, an associala of Voh Ka-der, and 
another prisoner wor shot dead and several 
were ipjured. Tho hoad gaoler, Mx. W: D. 
Blennerbassett, received ao sword out over the 
right side of his head, and soother sword 
cut on his left leg botween the thigh and 
knee and had to be romoved to the Victeria 
Nursing Home, while two [ndinn warders wars 
badly injured and hud to be sont to hospital. 
Tho attempt to eacape was, fortunately, pre- 
vented hy the brave stand of the guolors. and 
wardurs, who» suppressed the outbreak with 
commendable promptitade, although they 
suffered in so doing. Thore can be no doubt 
that the outbreak wos s premediatel one, Some 
twelve to fifteen convicts were at work making 
poots ina tailor’s shop and includedin the gang

was Vah Mao-mao, the associate and brother of 
the notorious outlaw Vah'Kah-der, These men 
were working under the surveillance of an 
Indian warder, who was armed as usual with ,o 
aword, Some time between 2 and 3} p.m, 
Vol Moo-mao, who was undergoing a twenty- 
years’ sentence, suddenly sprang oP, and 
vith a shoemaker's koifo in bis hunds leapt 
at thu -warder .snd cut hig across . the 
throat; inflicting a dangerous wound. T'here- 
upon the otber conviets rose ‘up and seizing 
tools, altuched the wardor. One of them drow 
the latter’s sword and struck “him with it, ‘Tho 
Indigu turned and fled down 
lower shop, snd in bis flight (julgimy by the 
woundy ou the back of iis head) muat havo 
been struck with the sword two or three times. 
He got through the door: to tho shop under. 
neath and it wos immediately cored bobind 
him by another warler. ‘Led by Voh Mao, tho 
excited gang chargod the door and with hammers 
soon removed the obstacle, ‘Chey aguin at acked 
the warders and by this time saveral other 
Indians joined in the mélee. Tha whistles of 
the warders gave the alarm, ani the whole of 
the gaol staff made for the scene, the Europeans 
armed with revolvers, The head gaoler. Mr, 
W. D, Blenoerhswet, went round to the vast 
side of tho mattingwbop and Lhere he wa» im- 
mediately attuoked by a pang of men’ who had 
presumably been engaged. in making coir. mats. 
By this tiwe the convicts, howling and yelling, 
were roshing about (he comprond with all kinds 
of working tools in their hinds, und pieces of 
wood, including the bambvo lea used for 
beating the matting. ‘1 he head gaolor was 
being prossed bard when an Judian wardor 
rushod to his agvistance and in warding off a 
hlow from a harms, which was directod at the 
herd of Mr. Blonverhasset, bed his ‘sword 
(which is by po meaps o ploything) broken 
Cg giz inches Crom the'hilt, Itwas Vah Mao- 
ao who deliversl this blow, but it seoms to 
hnvo been his last crime, for in the gonoral 
fight ho was shot dead about this tiwe.

PLACING BODIES IN THE STREET. 

Tho Registrar Gonoral, in his report for the 
yorr 1905, ‘comments on tho practice of plactug 
bodies in the streate, particulorly those of. in- 
fants, which had become such a public scandal 
that Mr. Fung Wa-cbun and Mr, Lau Cha- 
pak bad consalted him as to what steps should 
be taken to atapit. The growth of the practice. 
he udda, ia dueto dread of tho consequences of 
death having resltod from plague, and it, was 
devided to try what could be done to leszen this 
foar, Application was made for permission for 
the Tasg Wash Hospital to open’ offices in 
yarious parts. of the town and to have’ in at- 
tendonce # lceniate of the Chinese College of 
Modicine aud on interpreter; sick persons 
would thon have their complaint diagnosed by 
a competent dostor, and in case of infectious 
disossa (where the removal of the patient 
and the disinfection of the. premises were 
necessary) the relatives. wonld have the aa: 
sistance of an intorpreter to tell them exactly 
‘what was to be done and interpret their wiehes. 
Permission was obtained also for the removal 
of dead infants to the offices aud o teward of a 
dollar is offered in each caso. Twa offices are 
now open, the one at No. 42, First Street.and 
the other at No. 205, Queen's Road Enat. 
‘Ambulances are’ provided and coolies, for the 
vomoral ‘of sick persons to hospital. The 
quildest rumours travel quickly eaongh amon 
the Chinese, but although every endeavour wa 
imate to give pablicity to the opening of these 
offices, I have had frequent proof that mich ; 
more requires to be-duns. T do not anticip'te 
that the objects and benefits of the scheme will 
become fully known for another two or three. 
years. and foal that the progres: so far made is 
satisfactory.
